HE Ducheſs of Marlborough, in the latter End of

ſuppos'd to be authoris'd, if not encourag d, and in Part fillꝰd 
up by her, and what made this ſeem the more likely was, that 
there was a very high and long Compliment in it to the Duke. 


This Book was called, A Modęſt Apology for Cardinal Albero- 


ni, proving the Church to be in Danger, and that it is dangerous 
for her to be out of Danger. 

Now it was expected by many People, that when ſhe came 
to die, ſhe would, as moſt People do, in the Beginning of 
their Wills, mention ſomething in Regard to Religion; this 
is cuſtomary, ſome expreſſing their Hope, or Certainty of future

in this Will ſhe bequeaths and gives away an Eſtate of a moſt 
enormous Bulk, obſerve the purchas'd Eſtates.

The Duke's own Patrimony, her improv'd Eſtate as one of 
the Co-heireſſes of — Jennings, Eſq; Blenheim and Marborough 
Houſes, many other Houſes in Town and Country ; prodigi- 
ous Sums of Money and Jewels in Value, exceeding thoſe 
poſſeſs*'d by many Sovereign Princes. The Lodge at Wind ſor, 


and the Rangerſhip and Office of Place and Keeper of Windſor 


Great Park, the Rangerſhip and Office of Place or Keeper of 
the Little Park at VMindſor; 5000l. aYear from the Poſt Office; 
the Leaſe of Romney Marſh; the Leaſe in the County of Buck- 
ingbam held of the City of Lincoln; the Eſtate at Wimbledon, 
late Sir Theodore Fanſen's ; the Rectory and Parſonage of Wim- 
bl:don ; with other Rectories, Parſonages, Houſes, rich Movea- 
bles, Manours and Priviledges too tedious to mention. 

How ſuch prodigious Wealth could be attain'd to, is impoſ- 
ſible to gueſs, all gain'd from the People ; it appears almoſt in- 
credible, let the Means of gaining it be what you pleaſe to ima- 

gine. The principal Part, after ſome very great and nobleLegacies 
is left her Grandſon John Spencer, Eſq; the Executors being the 


Right Honourable Hugh, Earl of Marchmont, Beverſpam Filmer of 


Lincolns Inn, Eſq; Thomas Lord Biſhop of Oxford, and James Ste- 
phens, Doctor in Phyſick. So that the Ducheſs, notwithſtanding 


the Imputation of Lukewarmneſs to the Church, has done what 


many who are more ſtrongly attach'd to it and who may ſtill 
thinł it in Danger, would not have done, that is, choſe a Biſhop 
for her Executor and Truſtee. Doubtleſs, ſhe muft have with 
great Difficulty have prevailed with him to take it on him, his 
own temporal Affairs calling on him ſometimes, and his Spiri- 
tual Charge very greatly, and often for this Reafon it was that 
an Inconvenience was found, when in England Eccleſiaſtics 
were Chancellors, or filPd other high Offices, as they ſtill do a- 
broad, where I have heard the Holieſt of the Laity wifh that they 
never had any Truſt repos'd in them, but the Cure of Souls, for 
which there, as well as here, they are exceeding well paid. 
As to what relates to his Grace the Duke of Marlborough, 
it is only to be obſerv'd, that (whatever he might be ſuppos'd by 
the Ducheſs to have done to forfeit her Favour) ſhe has taken 
particular Care to ſhew her Diſpleaſure, Whereas had ſhe confi- 
de:'d 
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der d him at a proper Time as the Perſon he really was, and it 
is very poſſible, what is ſuppos'd by her to be his Grace's prin- 
cipal Fault might never have happen'd. | 

But the Ducheſs had ſuch a Diſguſt to the Court that it went 
beyond all Bounds, inſtead of a Diſlike of Meaſures being ta- 
ken and Counſels follow'd, which ſhe might imigine to be 
wrong, ſhe ſeems to forget that ſhe was a Subject, and to have 
conceiv'd an inſuperable Hatred, for which ſure there could 
not always be Motives. This is made more than evident in 
that Clauſe of her Will, ſee Page 13, 14. of the Will. 

What could be the Inducement for the Ducheſs to tie u 
not only her Grandſon, but further his Son, that it ſhould 
(except they would ſurrender up their Rights and Titles to her 
large Eſtate) be impoſſible for them, though ever ſo neceſſary 
and capable to ſerve their Country, or the Crown, either ſhe 
muſt think that her Family had already receiv'd ſo much from 
the Crown, and of the Publick Money that it were a Shame 
for them to receive more, or that it were a Diſgrace to ſerve 
the Government though almoſt the whole of the prodigious E- 
ſtate in the Family was gain'd no other Way, or that the Ser- 
vices done the Publick had been ſufficient for at leaſt one Cen- 
tury in one Houſe ; fo that if the preſent Duke of Marlborough 
and his Iſſue ſhould fail, it muſt be long before a General 
Treaſurer, or Secretary of State, or Ambaſſador, can be ex- 
pected out of the Marlborough Family. But what is moſt ſurpriz- 
ing is that not only the preſentKing and Queen of theſe Realms, 
can have noService from any of the late Duke of Mariborough's 
Deſcendants, except his preſent Grace and his Children. 

This makes it appear, that the fix'd Hatred ſhe had always 
born againſt the late Minifter, who was grown odious to the 
Body of the People, as well as to her, could not be what whol- 
ly influenc'd this great Lady, who had a ſtrong Diſcernment, 
and the greateſt Abilities of any of her Sex, who ever in Eng- 
land was ſo near the Ear of a Prince as ſhe was to that of Queen 
Anne. But ſhe imagining the Counſel of the Miniſter was al- 
ways the Opinion of thoſe he gave Counſel to, and likewiſe for 
other Reaſons loſt all Reſpect to her Sovereign, and ſeemingly 
for many Years before her Death ſet herſelf at Defiance againſt 
thoſe, where Duty, Diſtinction, Diſtance of Greatneſs and 
due Loyalty ought to have taught her, at leaſt to bear with De- 
cency, what ſhe might not well approve of. Nor could her 
Greatneſs or Riches be the leaſt Excuſe for her, for had it 
been poſſible that the Produce of her Rents had exceeded all 
the Sums of Money rais'd by the whole Nation for the publick 
Service, and the Support of the Dignity of the Royal Family, 
and Defence of the Pecple, it would not have tet her any far- 
ther 
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Subject, neither was ſhe or ever could be the Firſt even of 
thoſe to take Place; ſo that ſhowing this imaginary Reſent- 
ment of forbiding her Grandſon, and his Son to accept of ah 

publick Employment, fo unlike the Wiſdom of the Ducheſs of 


Marlborough, and favours more of Petulancy in Age, and a 


Diſſatisfaction to find that Grandeur, nor Titles, nor Riches, 
nor Homage can give Content, tho' nothing but glutted Am- 
bition and hungry Avarice prevent it. PM | 
She ſeems very deſirous of adding to the Fame of her Huf. 
band the Duke, of which there is little Need, for nothing can 
be ſaid in his Praiſe but what as much has been ſaid before, 
ſome few little Matters may be brought to Light, Letters be- 
tween Queen Anne of him, of which his great Actions were 


the Conſequence. But a great deal more cannot be diſcover'd 


than what is already known. SY 
Notwithſtanding this, the Ducheſs defires, that her Execu- 
tors will let Mr. Glover and Mr. Mallet have the Ufe of all 


Letters and Papers relating to that Hiſtory, and ſhe ſays that 


ſhe believes that Mr, Glover is a very honeſt Man, Mr, Mallet 


was recommended to her by a Nobleman, whom ſhe admir'd 


extremely for his great Steadineſs and Behaviours; in all Things 
that related to the Preſervation of Laws.
